Old  Boston  RestC'rat  ions  is  pleased  to  suibmit  a  proposal 
for  the  development  of  parcel  RllC.   As  a  point  of  histoi-icfil 
interest,  as  you  may  well  remember,  the  original  parcel  Pll 
was  advertised  as  a  whc'le,  later  being  divided  into 
RllA,  RllB,  and  RllC,  with  Old  Boston  Restorations 
given  full  ownership  of  RllA,  a  qualified  ownersliip 
of  RllB,  and  leasing  rights  to  RllC.   At  the  time 
of  final  designation,  it  was  determined  th?t  nc'  tontati'/e 
designation  for  Phase  II  would  be  given  withoLit  a  firm 
commitment  for  the  financing  of  F'hase  II.   In  addition,  we 
were  told  by  your  Board  tc'  finish  the  Warehouse  arid  based  C'<"i 
our  performance,  the  Agency  would  i-espcind  favorably  to    a 
proposal  for  Phase  II.   By  all  objective  standards  we  hsve 
successfully  completed  the  I'enovation  and  rent  u^j  of  the 
Warehouse,  fulfilling  all  our  obligations  to  ti-ie  Agf-ncy  . 

Old  Boston  Restorations  is  a  company  spec la 1 i u i ny  m  the 
rehabilitation  of  nineteenth  century  buildings,  and  the 
management  of  its  rental  inventciry.   Both  of  its 
principals,  David  C.  Fark;er  and  l  i\ren    P.  Parler,  as  wel  ]  es 
Job  Architect,  Herb  Zeller,  have  lived  with  their  faniiliei-.  on 
West  Concord  Street  for  over  17  vears.   All  three  have 
participated  in  the  civic  affairs  of  the  avbo    and  have  bcf-n 
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involved  m  most  cf  the  issues  and  controversies  occurring  in 
the  South  End  during  this  period. 

David  C.  F'ai-t::er  attended  Cornell  University  and  received 
a  BA  from  the  State  University  of  New  York.   This  was 
followed  by  teaching  positions  in  Germany  and  thie  UnDted 
States,  and  qr^aduate  work  at  the  University  of  Rochester.   In 
addition,  Mr.  F'arker  also  holds  a  building  license  w:th  both 
the  City  of  Boston  and  the  State  of  Massachusetts.   He  has 
completed  many  nineteenth  century  rehab  i  1  ]  tat  i  oris  ,  coie  of  the 
most  recent  a  26  unit  rehabilitation  on  East  Cormord  Sti-er-t. 
From  thie  beginning  Mr.  F'arker  has  demonstrated  an  interest  in 
preserving  the  architectural  heritage  of  the  arBi}    as  attested 
by  the  ntimerous  Globe  articles  on  the  many  aspects  of  row 
house  rehabilitation.   During  this  period  Mr.  F'arker 
established  the  company  Old  Boston  Restorations,  and  managed 
the  rental  inventory  of  the  company. 

Karen  F.  F'arker,  BA  from  SUNY  at  Cortland,  studied  at 
the  Urdversity  of  Salamanca,  Spain,  and  is  fluent  in  Spanish. 
From  1968  to  1973  she  taught  Spanish  m  the  Hmgham  F'ublic 
Schools.   Ms.  F'ark;er  is  the  co— manager  of  the  rental  units 
renovated  by  Old  Boston  Restorations.   She  received  a 
Certificate  of  Computer  Programming  frotn  Northeastern 
University,  and  held  a  position  as  Senior  F'rcigr  ammer  /'Anal  ys  t 
for  the  Depai-tment  of  Revenue  until  1937,  at  which  lime  she 
rejoined  Old  Boston  Restorations. 

Herb  Zeller,  the  Job  Architect,  has  his  full  resume 
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included  in  the  end  of  this  chapter.   Suffice  it  to 
say  he  is  preeminently  qualified  to  design  this  project  given 
his  understanding  of  niodern  building  systems.   This,  combined 
with  a  sensitivity  to  the  historical  themes  of  the  ar^a, 
guarantees  a  block:  of  buildings  which  btb    fLilly  compatible 
with  existing  abutting  facades,  yet  deliver  ma;;imum  housing 
accommodations  for  each  dollar  expended.   It  is  the  intent  of 
this  company.   as  well  as  its  architect,  to  build  row  houses 
that  ar&    architecturally  consistent  with  man/  of  the  e;'isting 
blocks  in  the  South  End,  in  mass,  iicale,  and  material 
detai Is . 

Sarkis  Zerounian  is  a  registered  architect  witfi  a)! 
extensive  knowledge  of  foundation  systems  and  structural 
steel  applications.   He  successfully  served  as  Engineer  for 
the  F'hase  I  renovation  of  the  Warehouse  at  3^    East  Concord 
Street,  and  has  established  good  working  relations  with  both 
Mr.  Zeller,  the  architect,  and  with  Mr.  F'arl:er,  the 
redeveloper  and  contractor. 

Margie  Munk:  1 1  tr  ick:  is  p)re5ently  Office  Manager  for  Did 
Boston  Restorations.   She  is  completing  a  degree  in 
Architecture  from  the  Boston  Architectural  Center. 
Ms.  Munk it  trick  overseas  the  proper  execution  of  the 
ccinstruc  1 1  C'n  budget  and  is  responsible  for  analyiijnq  <h  1  1 
tenant  complaints  and  directing  the  repairs  to  the 
appropriate  staff  personnel.  Her  drafting  and  architectural 
skills  further  enhance  this  pc'Sitic^n. 
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John  J.  Parker  is  a  recent  graduate  cf  SyraCLise 
University  with  a  degree  in  Accounting  and  a  minor  in 
F'sychology.   He  has  completed  one  year  intensive  ti'ainjng 
with  Old  Boston  Restorations  in  the  rehabilitation  of  older 
buildings.   In  addition  he  is  responsible  for  the  computation 
C'f  coristruc  t  iC'n  and  v"epair  budgets,  and  for  the 
computerization  of  this  data. 

Old  Boston  Restorations  proposes  to  build  55  urrits  of 
residential  housing,  cc'mprising  5'0  two  bedroc^m  units  ^-md  5 
one  bedroom  units  of  approximately  <^h5  GSF  per  uriit.   This 
project  would  include  parking  underneath  for  about  3Ei  cars. 

The  outstanding  strengths  of  the  proposal  3re    as 
f o  1  lows : 

A)  We  propose  to  build  55  units  of  housing,  not  16  as  is 
recommended  for  RllC. 

B)  Our  proposal   will  deliver  the  ftill  social  agenda  for 
F'arcel  RllC.   In  fact  we  will  build  more  affordable  units 
than  was  recommended  (recommended  number  of  affordable  ur^its 
is  two-thirds  of  si ;;  teen ,  wh  ich  is  ten  units).   We  propose  to 
build  twelve  affordable  units.   In  addition  we  will  F)roduce 
39  units  of  housing  not  originally  planned,  tliLit;  adding  tc' 
Boston's  total  inventory.   While  these  units  do  not 
qualify  as  affordable  by  SENHI  standards,  they  are    mc^de-rf tel v 
priced  by  Boston  standards.   It  is  fair  to  say  that  i  he  vai-t 
majority  of  our  buyers  will  be  renters,  therefore,  we  will  be 
effectively  freeing  up  55  units  c^f  rental  housing  presevitly 
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occupied  by  our  future  buyers. 

C)  We  do  not  need  GAF'  financing,  therefore  saving 
precious  dollars  for  other  projects  whiich  do 

need  them.   Because  we  atb    offer  nig  the  Agency  f  S ,  tJiJC'  per 
unit  for  trie  land,  and  because  we  are    taking  a  17'/, 
profit  margin  to  subsidize  the?  IP  below  marked-  level  Li.mts, 
our  proposal  does  not  need  the  massive  layering  of  gc' ver nn-ent 
pi"ograms.   The  only  prog\'am  necessary  would  be  the  HOP 
progi'am  which  provides  financing  at  5.5%  tC'  first  1 1  rr;e 
homebuyers . 

D)  All  subsidized  units  will  have  the  necessary  deed 
restrictions  the  Agency  requires  to  guararitee  their  continLiea 
af for dab  i 1 i  ty . 

E)  We  have  nc't  teamed  up  with  various  "paper"  entities, 
because  parcel  RllC  is  a  small  parcel  and  because  it  is  our 
understanding  that  projects  this  size  were  e;;empted  from  this, 
requi  i-ement  .  In  addition  such  participation  would  jeopardize 
this  already  tightly  budgeted  proposal. 

F)  Finally,  it  is  imperative  to  this  proposal,  that  the  BRA 
support  a  parking  variance  for  30  to  3^^+  East  Concord  Street. 
Without  this  variance  housing  cannot  be  build  on  pai"ce]  R11B. 
Without  housing  on  RllB  there  is  no  profit  to  leverage  bank 
financing  to  pay  for  the  sLibsidized  unitiv  on    RllC. 

In  summation,  the  development  pi'incipals  of  Old  Bus-ton 
Restoration  including  the  architect,  6^re    all  long  time 
community  members  who  have  participated  in  the  t  lutiii  ]  tuous 
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rebirth  of  the  South  End  over  most  of  the  past  two  decades. 
Old  Boston  Restorations  has  the  e;;pertiso,  the  financial 
resources,  and  the  community  support,  to  successfully  and 
quickly  build  55  units  of  new  housing.   This  is  contingent  on 
receiving  the  Agency's  support  to  build  marJ.et  level  ^louslrlg 
on  Parcel  B,  as  well  as  their  support  m  obtaining  a  parking 
variance  at  30-3''+  East  Concord  Street,  and  an  operi  epMce 
vAria.noe    for  the  project  itself.

Succeeding  in  a  town  house,  with  Victorian  'quarters'  and  rental  apartments

The  South  End  has  been  coming  up  in  the  world  m  the 
past  20  years,  vtrtually  by  ita  own  bootstraps.  chankB  to 
people  buying  town  houses  and  fixing  them  up. 

Most  of  the  houses  are  town  or  row  type  houses,  which 
are  not  always  (he  handyman  s  special"  that  a  new  own- 
er can  fix  up  in  his  span  Umc.  They  often  are  in  tough 
shape,  and  require  the  services  of  a  contrmctor.  or  some 
professional  help. 

But  they  bo  have  the  convenience  of  being  in  town,  and 
there's  room  for  apartments,  which  is  a  necesaity  for  a 
new  owner  these  days. 

One  such  new  owner  is  Barry  Laicrman.  a  Lawyer  who 
bought  a  town  house  last  February  With  the  help  of  arrhJ- 
tect  Herbert  ZdJer  and  contractiar  David  Parker,  the  five- 
story  house  (including  buementl  is  bong  turned  into  Vic- 
torian qxiarter^  for  Lato-man  and  hia  famity  on  the  first 
three  floora.  and  a  mudern  apartment  on  each  of  the  fourth 
and  ruth  fkxn. 

Parker  has  been  in  the  South  End  for  socne  yearv.  start- 
ing out  with  fixing  up  hia  own  town  house. 

It  costs  S3S  to  MO  a  square  foot  to  renovate.  Parka- 
potota  out.  vhtch  ts  high,  but  there  are  economic  prcaaurea 
to  fix  these  buiktin^  to  create  rental  spaces  as  wed  as 
Uvtng  spaces  for  the  owno*. 

One  way  to  do  this  is  to  expand  the  top  floor,  which  is 
generally  like  a  garret.  The  "eyv"  dormers  on  these  top 
floors  shouM  be  retained.  Parker  feels,  to  match  domera 
on  practically  every  other  town  house  in  the  area.  But  they 
can  be  adjusted  to  alkiw  more  light  and  room  witliout  ruin- 
ing their  architectural  integrity. 

Parker  points  out  how  he  did  this  with  Laterman  t  dar> 
mers.  which  had  txen  destroyed  in  a  fire  some  years  ago. 
They  were  rebuilt,  using  Vermont  slate-to  match  the  lOO 
year-old  slate  of  the  South  End. 


Between  them.  Parker  built  a  flat  shed  type  (tanner 
with  window,  but  set  deeply  berween  the  dormera.  Thia 
added  light  and  room  but  dkl  not  change  the  contours  <tf  ■ 
Che  dormers.  He's  proud  of  this  aceompttafanmt  and 
points  tfl  too  many  instances  where  dormers  were  altered 
or  added  to  so  they  are  virtually  unrvcognlzatite. 

There  are  no  controta  in  the  South  E^d  to  prevent  de- 
struction of  dormers  and  other  architectisral  featura  <rf 
the  okj  houses,  and.  Parker  tnaintaina  no  help  from  the 
political  esiabltshmenL  In  spite  of  this.  Latsman  ta  tnter* 
ested  in  preservatioo.  and  it  u  pramated  by  Zdkr  and 
Parker. 

The  top  floor  spartmem  baa  a  bmmm  Copper  tlad  slept 
to  a  railed  wood  deck  on  the  not.  with  a  view  at  moat  of  tbr 
dry. 

Another  necBHity  inftx&igupaiioUplaaetatonakBtt 
energy  dTtoeaL  so  Parker  i"»'>tf^  betavoi  the  floors 
and  LnataUed  new  windows. 

In  the  ipartmoiu  he  cjtpusLd  the  brtck  party  walls  oo 
eaob  sibe  of  the  town  house,  and  discovered  one  o^  the 
waila  was  made  with  high  quality  finish  bnck.  This  turned 
out  to  be  an  exterior  wall  because  this  particuitr  house 
waa  the  last  In  the  bkick.  Lata-,  when  more  tvxmm  were 
added,  this  wall  was  covered  by  its  neighbor.  The  oppof 
walL  which  waa  built  as  •  party  wall,  is  common  bncfc. 

Laterrnan's  three-story  quartos  will  retain  their  VkSo- 
nan  character,  although  the  rooms  have  bffn  all  but  gut- 
ted. Parker  wtu  retain  the  tnm  and  flrepteza  and  floora. 
£veo  the  okj  plaster  can  be  rescued. 

Latertnan  likes  to  entotain.  so  the  lasiiiiiiii.  already 
totally  open,  will  be  a  big  country  kitchen. 

Laterman  feeis  the  South  aid  should  remain  ii***^—*- 
cally  and  racially  balanced. 

And  with  his  redone  town  house,  «nh  apartments,  be^s 
wttlng  his  Investment  wtioe  he  lives.

A  city  space  in  the  sun

A  sun  space  on  a  town  house. 
nght  m  the  middle  of  the  cily? 

It  IS  possible,  but  it  takes  some 
imagination,  ingenuity  and  a  little 
bit  of  luck  And  if  vou  have  a  back 
wall  that  faces  south,  chat  3  some- 
ihing  that  will  pay  dividends  for 
years  to  come 

There  s  a  brand  new  one  in  the 
Back  Bay.  perched  nght  on  the 
back  waU.  three  stones  up  in  the 
a:r.  on  stilts  It  3  a  great  place  for 
that  second  cup  ol  coliee  in  the 
morning.  Us  also  great  for  adding 
solar  heat  in  the  winter 

It  belongs  to  Sylvia  Gendry.  who 
occupies  the  third  and  fourth  floors 
of  her  town  house  As  she  put  It. 
she  wanted  to  make  a  commitment 
to  [he  city. 

Sbe  first  planned  an  open  deck. 
off  her  dtning  room  at  the  back  of 
he.-  house-.  But  if  one  goes  to  any 
expense,  why  not  do  a  greenhouse? 
So  she  did  both. 

The  result  is  a  sun  space  10  feet 
deepand  12  feet  wide,  about  SO  pei^ 
cent  glass,  and  an  open  deck  at  one 
end.  10  teet  deep  and  6  feet  wtde. 
The  unit  covers  the  width  of  the 
town  house 

The  back  wall  faced  south,  look- 
ing onto  a  typical  alley  with  liny 
backyards  on  both  sides.  Enough 


space  for  the  sun  to  shine  most  oi 
the  day  ak>ng  that  wail,  so  the  kxza- 
uon  was  a  naturai. 

Hank  Huber  of  Peterborough. 
N.H..  designed  the  space,  and  Da- 
vid Parker  of  the  South  End  built  it 
"with  detail  discretion.  That 
means  that  when  you  run  into  a 
problem,  you  innovate. 

What  are  the  impllcauons  o/  a  _ 
sun  space  in  the  city?"  asked  Park- 
er. Many  brick  bu l kiln gs  are  heat 
sinks,  and  sun  spaces  are  places 
not  only  to  gather  heat  and  deliver 
It  into  the  house,  but  also  places  to 
grow  plants,  and  if  desired,  food. 
The  bnck  wall  soaks  up  the  heat  in 
the  daytime  and  releases  it  back 
Into  the  space  when  the  sun  goes 
down,  so  It  can  be  pumped  into  the 
house." 

The  sun  space  fkxw  ts  22  feet 
from  the  ground,  and  the  high  part 
ot-Ua«  %theti.rooC  wbtch  attache  i  lo 
Che  buikllng,  is  35  feet  high. 

The  floor  la  supported  by  three 
steel  poata.  the  two  outer  ones  4  by 
4  inches,  the  center  poal  4  by  6 
inches.  They  support  a  beam  of  two 
2  X  12s  boiled  to  a  steel  L  beam. 
The  posts  are  wekled  to  the  L  beam, 
and  trlanguiar  brackets  at  the  top 
of  the  posts  stiffen  the  structure. 
Floor  Joists  cantilever  over  the 
beam,  so  thespace  k»ksa  Uttieiike 
a  Hying  bridge  on  a  ship. 

The  structure  itse.f  is  made 


OetaiJ  sbows  steel  supporting  posu  velded  lo  Keel  L  beam  wiappetl 


with  posts  and  beams.  The  front  is 
all  glass,  three  four-foot-wide  win- 
dows of  one-inch  insulating  term 
pered  glaaa.  The  nxW  has  simitar 
giasa.  with  part  of  it  a  rej^uiar  noi. 
Sides  feature  more  windows,  and 
there  is  a  French  door  leading  to 
the  outdoor  deck. 

The  roo^.  floor  and  walls  where 
there  is  no  glazing  arc  heavily  insu- 
lated with  fiberglass  Inine  Inches 
tn  the  floor  and  rod.  su  inches  tn 
the  wails). 

For  the  windows,  the  glass  ts  set 
in  rabbeted  4  x  6s.  with  glazing 
tape  as  a  seal.  Roof  glass  is  also 
well  seaied.  with  bronxe  cokired 
aluminum  battens  covering  the 
seams.  Huber  pointed  out  that 
glass  of  thu  size  must  fknt  in  its 
frame,  to  prevent  cracltlng  from 
stress,  so  the  sealing  matenai  must 
be  flexihle  and  watertighL 

r-arkcr  notes  that  windows,  on 
roof  or  wail,  can  easily  be  replaced. 
individually.  !n  fact.  90  percent  of 
ail  materlais  are  shelf  items:  that 
is.  Lhey  can  be  txiught  ofT  the  shetf 
in  stores.  The  whole  glazing  system 
IS  available  from  Idea  Develop- 
ment. PO  Box  44.  Antrim.  N.H. 

A  new.  custom-made  oak  door 
opens  from  the  dining  room  into 
Che  sun  space,  and  a  nine-inch  fan 
over  the  door  delivers  warm  air  to 
the  houae.  Its  capacity  is  a  remark- 
able 260  cubic  feet  per  minute. 

A  quarry  tile  floor  is  a  second 
heat  sink  lin  addition  to  the  bnck 
waJll.  and  a  French  door  leads  to 
the  open  deck. 

Large  wood  kxjvered  openings 
at  each  side  of  the  space  provide 
ventilation  in  the  summer.  They 
are  covered  with  thick  doors  Iwith 
2V)  inches  of  Styrofoam  insulaUonl 
m  the  winter  they  are  built  so  that 
when  they  are  closed,  they  look  like 
part  of  the  wall. 

The  Interior  of  the  space  is  done 
In  matchstick,  (school  housel  bead- 
ed vcritcal  boards.  Parker  said  he 
used  these  because  they  were  popu- 
lar tn  the  1920s,  and  I  like  addi- 
tions that  are  compatible  in  style.  ' 

The  deck  railing  features  verti- 
cal kxivers  of  5/4  ( 1  '-i  inches  thickl 
stock  pine  It  is  topped  with  boards 
and  window  boxes.  The  floor  is 
open  boards.

Bince  there  iii'e  at  least  four  identifiable  models  f co- 
each  of  these  architectural  features,  we  will  pick  the  one 
that  IS  easiest  to  build  arid  that  is  compatible  with  the 
other  choseri  models.

Reinforced  concrete  walls,  stuccoed  C''-/^r 
to  appear  as  brownstone,  will  be  10  to  IS  inches  thick.

The  rest  of  the  building  will  be  fac^pd  '.*Jith 
SLd  table  brick  and  small  mortar  joints,  or  a  cement itious 
stucco  appropriately  broke,  detailed,  and  painted  to  appear 
as  brownstone.  While  the  project  is  set  back  si;;  feet  on  East 
Concord  Street,  it  is  built  on  the  property  line  on 
Washington  Street,  reflecting  the  footprint  of  both  the 
Franklin  Square  House,  as  well  as  the  cemetary  wall.

As  Superior  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  Church,  I 
wish  to  support  Old  Boston  Restoration  in  their  endeavor 
to  complete  Phase  II  of  their  Warehouse  Project. 

I  have  watched  with  a  great  deal  of  satisfaction 
the  rapid  restoration  of  the  Warehouse  and  its  transfor- 
mation from  a  vandalized,  collapsing  eyesore  into  a  sensi- 
tively restored  19th  century  building.   In  fact,  one  of 
our  lay  staff  members  has  taken  residence  there,  and  I 
have  seen  first  hand  the  excellent  quality  of  the  units. 

In  speaking  to  Mr.  Parker,  it  has  become  apparent 
that  a  real  effort  has  been  made  to  reserve  a  portion  of 
the  units  for  lower  income  residents.   This  difficult 
task  has  been  accomplished  through  thoughtful  tenant 
selection  and  strong  management  policies.
